Fourth of July, 1006, will puss into 


history as the largest, most brilliant, 
enthusiastic und spectacular celebration 
in the. history of Itauine. Besides al- 
u.'ost the entire population'of 34,000) ten 
thousand strangers came in from adjoin- 
ing cities and towns,, witnessing a p;ir- 
nde never excelled in the great state of 
Wisconsin. There were represented mil- 
itary, sinii-inilitary, civic, industrial fea- 
tures, besides the nuich.bernlded Lingring 
Cousins' circus parade. The celebration 
also included band concerts, firing a sa- 
lute of guns, morning, noon and night, 
drills and a carnival for a witiduu. The 
parade was close to three miles long, 
embraced seven thousand ueojije and five 
or sib hundred rigs of different kinds.

HOW THINGS ENTERED. 


The noisy element of the Fourth en- 


tered tha. city at about' midnight, or six 
liours ahead .of the legal nnd prescribed 
lime 
and; held 
boisterous 
carnival 


through the rest of the night and early 
morning. Daylight 
ushered 
in with 


beautiful weather. The sun shone bright- 
ly and a cool wind from the northeast 
tempered the atmosphere, in fact it wus 
ideal weather. The Fort Sheridan U. S-. 
battery, camped at the. end of Carlisle 
avenue,,reminded the .populace 'some- 
thing was doing when the salute of guns 
wrs fired. Other detonations'followed, 
the crackers commenced to crack and 
the younger element of the populnce vied 
with 
each other in making a 
noise.. 


Boats, street cars, steam cars and vehi- 
cles of every description brought visi- 
tors to town, and the 'main streets soon 
became crowded 'and Inter on 
fairly 


choked. 


BELLS AND WHISTLES. 


Nine o'clock was the'time set for the 


parade. 
Exactly on the 
hour factory 


whistles' tooted, bells in churches, the 
city -hall and court house rang and sev- 
eral large cannon added to the racket. 
Chaos practically prevailed. Uniformed 
men sprang up from all directions, dec- 
orated wagons and 
carriages hurried 


ulong and the soldiers marched, while 
the crowds surged here, there and every- 
where, but still the beat of order was' 
maintained 
and good nature noticed. 


Different divisions of the parnde knew 
where to go, but of course there was 
some delay and it was a little after 10 
o'clock before the monster line 'got under 
vmy.

Disorders Spread Among; 


the People. 


,ST. PETERSBURG, July 5.—Emperor 


Nicholas lias taken the almost unprece- 
dented step of. publicly directing .Grand 
Duke Nicholas Xieholiiicvitch, commander 
of the forces iirthe military district ol 
St. Petersburg, to investigate and take 
measures to stop' the "disorders" among 
the troops. 
Accompanying thcae in- 


structions were orders relieving Prince 
Vassilchikofl', commander of the guard 
corps, from duty and dismissing in dh- 
grace General Ozcroff, commander of the 
first guard division and General Gadon, 
commander of the Preobrajcnsky regi- 
ment, the tirst battalion of which was 
recently disgraced for expressing sym- 
pathy" with parliament and 
protesting 


against doing police duty. Gadon is said 
to be a descendant of an American nam- 
ed Gordon, the name haS-ing been Rus-' 
sinnizcd by lapse;of time. 


All attempts to purge the army of the 


spirit of disloyalty now that it has in- 
vaded the hampered 'regiments of the 
guard will, however, probably prove fu- 
tile. No isolation of the troops .will any 
longer suffice to prevent the spread ol 
the contagion. While the majority of 
the troops probably are still-faithful, the 
unarming of the' military supports of the 
government is proceeding very rapidly. 
The revolutionists are rejoicing at the 
success of what .they, regard as being the. 
final phase of the work of preparing for 
the coming revolution. 


A further extension of the agrarian 


disorders, accompanied by the burning ol 
a manor house, is reported today from 
the provinces of Penza, Kmncnetz-Bdoisk 
and Poltava and the districts of Bogoro- 
ditsk and Atkarsk. The zemstvo of the 
province of Tula is bankrupt owing to 
the refusal of the peasants to pay their 
taxes. The members of the Group of 
Toil, in parliament, are secretly elabor- 
ating a plan to force matters to a head. 
As the first step they propose that the 
lower house adopt a resolution, declar- 
ing the country is not bound to pay its 
obligations to the government so long as 
the emperor refuses to yield to the de- 
mands of parliament. If the constitu- 
tional Democrats decline to join them in 
the program of repudiation the Group of 
Toil propose to issue a manifesto to the 
country. Their purpose plainly is to 
compel the government to attempt to 
dissolve parliament and thus force a rup- 
ture. 


The issues of five newspapers of this 


city were confiscated last night. -Over 
two hundred papers in the interior were 
seized during the last fortnight.

Street. 


CARS LIFTED OFF THE 


EAILS BY DYNAMITE 


Pent up enthusiasm of a year broke 


loose in Racine on tho night of the 
third. 
For a week previous the email 


boy. young man and others, had been 
heralding the approach of Independence 
day with firecrackers, torpedoes and 
other explosives, but it wan tame to 
what happened on tho eve of America's 
great natal event. 


Suoh a din and racket was never heard 


in southern Wisconsin before. The law 
eliminated the use of the cannon cracker, 
but Young America found a new way to 
make the eagle scream. It was placing 
of dynamite caps and other explosives on 
the tracks of the 
Milwaukee Electric 


Railway & Light company tracks. For 
blocks the rails would be filled and us the 
cars struck the same the deafening ex- 
plosions reminded one of rapid fire guns 
working overtime. 


CARS LIFTED OFF RAILS. 


Cars were lifted off the rails, filled 


with smoke and fumes of sulphur and 
could hardly be eecn for a moment. Mo- 
tormen were seen to hold their hands to 
their ears. Hundreds of people were on; 
the sidewalks and they donated liberally 
to the boys for the buying of freah sup-1 


ply of dynamite. 
For the conductors,; 


motormen and passengers in the cars it; 
was indeed a trying and rjerve rucking, 
time. 
Timid people were alarmed 'and; 


at least, twenty ladies fainted, laboring 
under the impression that the cars were 
to be blown up and they killed. While 
it drove large numbers from patronizing 
the railway company, there was no dam- 
age to the property so far as could be 
discerned. This sport was kept up un- 
til every pound of explosives 
in 
the 


shops was- exhausted. 
Revolvers 
and 


guns, skyrockets and roman candles were 
brought into use and the heavens were 
illuminated grandly. 


• 
THIS BECAME TAME. 


As the night advanced the more en- 


thusiastic the 
crowds ' became. Fire- 


works became too tame, Bon fires were 
demanded and soon built. 
One crowd 


stole a number of outhouses, .many dry 
goods boxes, lumber, old barrels nnd 
anything they could carry and would 
burn, and a monster fire was started at 
the corner of Main and Fourth. About 
tho same time a second one blazed up on 
Monument square, and 
here several 


thousand eigar boxes, secured from the 
cigar and other store,*, in the vicinity, 
were piled on the blaze, as well as lum- 
ber and dry goods boxes. A. C. Judd 
became alarmed and feared his build- 
ing would catch fire and called out the 
fire department, hose was attached to 
fire hydrants and soon the fires were ex- 
tinguished. 


ARDOR NOT QUIETED. 


While the boys looked on regretfully, 


they did not lose their patriotism, for 
in less than half an hour there was an. 
other big fire on the beach in the rcnr 
of Hotel Racine, illuminating the vicin- 
ity for blocks. A number of small build- 
ings disappeared, and every box and bar- 
rel possible to steal wns taken. Tho 
fever for fires spread and crowds of 
twenty and fifty hied themselves 
to 


other sections and located fuel. 


FIVE NEW ONES. 


On Seventh street, from 
tho 
High 


school building to Grand avenuo west, 
fiix. large fires were soon going. The one 
opposite the High school was so large 
that the blaze burned and scorched the 
limbp of trees and the police stopped it. 
At the corner of College avenue nrid 
Seventh street, close to the Lucius Pints, 
another big fire was going and some dnn- 
ger was feared for the building. Empty 
oil barrels were stolen from the rear 
of stores and they burned fiercely. And 
this came near causing a shooting and 
the riding of a man on a rail. 


POINTED A GUN. 


A young man named Nelson, employed 


in one of the Sixth street stores, object- 
ed to valuable barrels being taken, claim- 
ing they were worth $1 apiece. He stuck 
his gun under the nose of Fritz Reichcrt 
and threatened to shoot. In less time 
than it takes to tell he was surrounded 
by three hundred husky young fellows. 
Yells of kill him, knock bis block off, 
hand him one, etc., were heard and as 
the young fellow retreated the 
mob 


closed in on him and he feared violence. 
Reaching on alley he wns advised to 
"duck," but preferred 
in 
stand 
his 


ground. 


CAME WITH A RAIL. 


One of the angry <>rowd appeared with 


a scantling and urged tlmt (lie offensive 
gentleman be given a ride on a 
rail. 


This was about to be carried into exeeu- 
Uon wht'n Policeman Burritt came up 
and Nelson told his troubles to the of- 
ficer. He walked away with the police- 
man and there was still anger shown 
and threats made. After thii the crowd 
quieted down and watching the burning 
fire* a short tow longer, they dispersed, 


it being 2 o'clock on the morning of ^he 
Fourth. There wo* no doubt but 'that it 
was the wildest night seen in a quar- 
ter of a century in these, parts and it 
was indeed fortunate that someone was 
not seriously hurt or killed... •

RECORD BROKEN 


Only a Few Burns as Result 


of Celebration of the 


Fourth. 


No Banger From Dynamite Canes - 


More Noise Bnt Less Liability to 
: 


Accident— Kot an Arrest 


Made on the Fourth. 


In more respects than one it was the 


most remarkable Fourth of July in the 
memory of the earliest resident. It was 
a record breaker in crowds and for th& 
few accidents that occurred. 
Every 


physician in the city was called up and 
asked for the list of accidents. Nearly 
all admitted they had not been called to 
attend a single case, possibly with the 
exception of a.burned finger on a small 
boy or so. Again the police ambulance 
was never out of the station. 


Taking into consideration the fact that 


there were ten thousand strangers here, 
the highways being packed, hundreds 
getting on and off street cars, scores of 
horses and buggies around, tons of high 
explosives set off and it is indeed singu- 
lar no person was seriously hurt. 


On Douglas avenue a small boy named 


Scblig, barefooted, got too close to the 
street railway tracks when a dynamite- 
cap exploded. A stone or some other 
substance struck his foot and cut a. hole 
into the bone, but the injury is not. con- 
sidered serious. Dr. John lleaclien at: 


tended the case.

Dr. ;Meachem attended another, boy 


named Schwartz from Berryvlllq, who 
had, his hand burned with some explosive; 


" .^Robert Halsted, a boy, tailed at the ol- 
fice of Dr. Collins and had his, hands 
treated. They were burned by po.wder! 


jjilurray Borr, son of John Barr, was 


injured, but not on the Fourth. He com- 
menced, celebrating early and was shot 
in the eye. He is all.right and the.sight 
of the optic will not be destroyed. 


Charles Jefferson, of the Chemical fire 


company, in the city hall, was struck on 
the breast by a recoiling cannon, and 
sustained some injuries. 


Ivcr Sorenson, a boy from Frauksville, 


was riding his wheel on State street and 
ran in front of a, horse and buggy of 
Mrs. J. Kellcy. He'was run down and 
rendered unconscious, but soon came to. 
His injuries only consisted of cuts and 
bruises: Mrs. Kelley was in no way to 
blame. 


A teamster whose name could not be 


ascertained, fell from a wagon near the 
Goodrich Co., dock and struck on the 
top of his head. A. long gash was cut. 


Frank Johnson, sixteen years old, was 


burned on his right hand by the prema- 
ture explosion of a powder mine. 


The prohibition of the sale of the can- 


non cracker, the substitution of dyna- 
mite canes for the toy pistol, while fur- 
nishing more noise, saved fingers and 
hands and game' the doctors a holiday. 


Not a single arrest was mado by the 


police department during the day or 
night of the Fourth iind of course, while 
there was more or less drunkenness, it 
did not compare with other years. 'Ou 
the night of the Third four arrests'wera 
made, two for fighting and two drunken- 
ness. This is another record that 'will 
go into history. 


John M. Driver felt as though he was 


young again, after seeing the parade and 
demonstration. He fired a number of 
crackers. One of them exploded, blow 
half of his eye glasses to pieces, cut his 
lip and burned one hand. Although still 
in the ring, John admits that it was a 
very fortunate accident.

So far (is known, 
everybody was fed, possibly a little late, 
but they were not obliged to go awny 
hungry. 


Estimates place the number of extra 


dinners served during the day at 15,000. 
To say that the proprietors of these eat- 
ing houses and hotels are pleased, would 
but half express it. 
. Saloons did a rufihing business and. 
some- critics'state that a good many of 
them made up in a measure, the extra 
$300 paid for license this year.

WILL DEFER ANNOUNCEMENT 


William J. Bryin S»T» Othnn H»T« B«tt*v 


Claim on Pnrtr Now. 


LONDON, July 5.—William J. Bryan 


arrived here Tuesday and received *. de- 
putation of newspaper correspondents, 
to whom he dictated the following state- 
ment: 


Ths first suggestion of a reception for 


me at New York camo prior to the ac- 
tion of any of tho state convention* And 
before there was any discussion oi: the 
next campaipn. It came> from the Com- 
mercial Travelers' league, of which Mr. 
Hodge is president. I assured him- I 
should be pleased to meet the members 
of the league, suggesting that the re- 
ception be characterized by simplicity. 
Now that the actions of some of-the 
state conventions have raised a question, 
as to the political significance of the-re- 
ception, I am plad to Bay that it must 
not be regarded in the light of an en- 
dorsement for the presidential nomina- 
tion. 


While I appreciate the 
compliment, 


paid by the vnrioua state conventions, I 
do not regard their expressions as binoV 
ing upon them or upon the party of their 
state. I shall not prosecute them: for 
breach of promise if they transfer their 
affections to another; I will not even 
publish their letters. To allow the re- 
ception to be regarded as an indorsement 
would, in the first place, be unjust to 
others who may be candidates. 


I have seen the name* of several men- 


tioned as possible 
candidates, among 


them Congressman Hearst, Senator Bai- 
ley, and Gov. Folk, who have all. ren- 
dered conspicuous service to the party 
and the country, and their claims should, 
be considered. The party is entitled to 
its most available man, and the ques- 
tion of availability can not bo deter- 
mined so far in advance Circumstances 
and issues may strengthen the claim* of 
some ona of the gentlemen mentioned, 
and tho list should be an open one until 
the time coines to choose. 


I may add that it would not be just 


to me to be put in the attitude of an- 
nouncing my candidacy or admitting the 
certainty of my being a candidate. It is 
two vcars before the convention meets, 
and I am not willing to sit on a stool 
and look pretty that long. I prefer to 
be in a position to say what I think 
ought to be said, writo what I think 
ought to be written, and .do what I 
think ought to be done. I am adva»cing 
in years and can not spare two y«*i* 
out of my life just at this time.

Mercury, the little fleet-footed planet, 


will join Venus as an evening star about 
July 5, and will remain in her compauy 
until about July 20 


As Mercury is but little larger than 


an ordinary star and rarely 
remains 


above the horizon more than one or 
one and one-half hours, it is not easily 
located unless the atmosphere is quite 
clear, but its proximity to brilliantly 
arrayed Venus at this a.ppearance should 
aid materially in finding it. It will be 
seen first about ten degrees west of Ven- 
us and in the direction of where tlic • nn 
went down. 


The accompanying map shows I 
1 
> re- 


lative position of three two planets to 
the fixed stars and to each other on two 
different dates—July 5 and '20—Murcury 
remaining practicaJly the same distance 
west of Venus—ten degrees—during its 
entire appearance. 


The planets can usually be distinguish- 


ed from the stars by.the fact that they 
give forth a steady light, while the stars 
scintillate. Mercury is 3,000 jnilcs in 
diameter and is 30,000.000 miles from the 
sun, and is the smallest of the eight 
planets belonging to our solar sysTem 
and is the nearest to the sun. It is so 
close to the sun that observation of it 
is very unsatisfactory, and in the most 
powerful telescopes markings are seen 
with the greatest diflieulty, "so that lit- 
tle is really known about them, and con- 
sequently no definite knowledge has been 
obtained regarding its time of revolu- 
tion. From the evidence obtained, how- 
ever, it is believed to revolve upon- its 
axis in the same time that it revolves 
about the 
sun—eighty-eight days. If 


this is true it presents tho same face

technically termed, of the planets north 
or south of this line are so slight that 
for the purposes of the layman—identi- 
fication, dealing with the direct course 
of the planets eastward only.

The writer is frequently asked how it 


is possible to identify the planets with 
this dotted, line marked "jiath of ,the 
planets" on our map when they are mil- 
lions of miles apart. 
The answer to 


this is:—Their orbits arc all practically 
on the same plane, the angle of dif- 
ference 'being very slight. 
The sun is 


the center of our solar system—the hub 
as'it were—upon which eight 
wheels, 


side bv side revolve in the same direc- 
tion, the wheels varying in diameter ac- 
cording to the orbit of each planet. Our 
earth is moving along the rim of the 
wheel that marks the limit of its orbit, 
and ns we look back upon the wheels 
below us we see Venus and then Mcr-
